Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

Regulations  made  pursuant  to  the  Provi¬ 
sions  of  the  “  Hospital  Insurance 
Act.” 

Benefits. 

1.  (1)  The  general  hospital  services  to  be 
provided  to  a  qualified  person  pursuant  to 
subsection  (1)  of  section  5  and  to  section  12 
shall  include  such  of  the  following  services  as 
are  recommended  by  the  attending  physician 
and  as  are  available  in  the  hospital  to  which 
the  person  is  admitted  as  an  in-patient: —

quired  in  the  proper  care  of  surgical 
cases : 

(c)  Case-room  facilities,  including  the  use 
of  all  equipment  and  material  required 
in  the  proper  care  of  maternity  cases: 

( d )  Surgical  dressings  and  casts  as  re¬ 
quired,  as  well  as  other  surgical  mate¬ 
rials  and  the  use  of  any  equipment  which 
may  be  required  while  in  hospital : 

(e)  Anaesthetic  supplies  and  the  use  of  anaes¬ 
thesia  equipment: 

(/)  All  other  services  rendered  by  individ¬ 
uals  who  receive  any  remuneration  from 
the  hospital,  provided  that  the  provision 
of  such  services  in  a  particular  hospital 
is  approved  by  the  Commissioner.  Ser¬ 
vices  which  may  be  approved  by  the 
Commissioner  for  the  purpose  of  this 
section  may  include: — 

(i)  Radiological,  diagnostic,  and  ther¬ 
apeutic  services,  including  the  services 
of  a  radiologist: 

(ii)  Clinical  laboratory  and  other 
diagnostic  procedures,  including  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  a  pathologist: 

(iii)  The  services  of  an  anaesthetist: 

(iv)  Physiotherapy  services: 

( g )  Care  of  the  acute  stage  of  chronic  dis¬ 

eases  where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Com¬ 
missioner,  such  care  is  necessary  and 
desirable.  Such  chronic  disease  shall 

include  cardiac  disease,  tuberculosis, 

mental  disease,  and  acute  anterior  polio¬ 
myelitis;  the  acute  stage  of  venereal 
disease  only  where  general  hospital  care 
is  recommended  by  the  Division  of 

Venereal  Disease  Control;  the  acute 

stage  of  drug  addiction  where  overdos¬ 
age  and  poisoning  have  to  be  given 
prompt  treatment,  and  the  acute  stage 
of  alcoholism,  provided  in  the  case  of 
acute  alcoholism  that  hospitals  estab¬ 
lish  under  their  own  by-laws  the  condi¬ 
tions  under  which  such  persons  may  be 
admitted  to  hospital : 

( h )  Such  drugs  and  related  preparations 

which  are  included  in  the  British  Co¬ 
lumbia  Formulary  and  such  other  prep¬ 
arations  as  the  Commissioner  may  from 
time  to  time  permit. 

(2)  No  qualified  person  shall  be  entitled  to 
any  of  the  general  hospital  services  Pr°vl<"?c 
by  the  Act  unless  it  has  been  certified  by  the 
hospital  administrator,  superintendent,  or  a 
qualified  physician  that  the  person  requires  oi 
has  required  such  services. 

(3)  No  person  shall  make  a  certificate  pui- 
suant  to  Regulation  1,  subsection  (2),  unless 
he  is  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  a  definite 
medical  necessity  for  acute  in-patient  care  loi 
the  person  to  whom  the  certificate  applies. 


(4)  No  hospital  shall  be  required  to  admit 
a  qualified  person  as  an  in-patient  if  the  physi¬ 
cian  or  other  person  in  charge  of  the  hospital 
is  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no  space  avail¬ 
able  for  the  person  in  the  hospital. 

(5)  Where  a  qualified  person  has  received 
from  a  hospital  any  of  the  services  specified 
in  Regulation  1,  subsection  (1),  but  whose 
stay  in  the  hospital  has  been  for  a  period  of 
less  than  twenty-four  hours  and  who  has  not 
been  admitted  as  an  in-patient,  payment  for 
those  services  may  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Commissioner  be  made  out  of  the  Hospital  In¬ 
surance  Fund.

Payments  for  a  longer 
period  of  time  than  thirty  days  may  be  author¬ 
ized  by  the  Commissioner  where  he  is  satisfied 
that  further  care  of  a  type  provided  for  under 
this  Act  is  required. 

(2)  In  accordance  with  section  18,  subsec¬ 
tion  (3)  (/),  where  a  beneficiary  produces  re¬ 
ceipts  showing  that  he  has  himself  paid  on 
account  to  a  hospital  situated  outside  the 
Province,  he  may  be  reimbursed  by  the  Com¬ 
missioner  within  the  limitations  and  subject 
to  the  conditions  provided  in  the  preceding 
regulation.
